LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS

TO LEONATUS FARM. 


UST a few minutes drive from that 

thriving little suburb of Louisville, St. 
Matthews, and but five miles from the 
limits of Kentucky’s largest city, there is, 
facing a paved highway from the left, one 
of the most attractive little Thoroughbred 
horse breeding farms in America—Leon- 
atus Farm. And what a farm! Anyone 
who has ever seen a real Thoroughbred 
breeding farm will not have to be told 
when he reaches Leonatus. You turn a 
bend in the road and there on your left is 
a beautiful panoramic view of large, very 
green paddocks with spotlessly white 
fences and a wide runway between each; 
large shade trees and several freshly- 
painted white stables, trimmed in bright 
green—and you'll probably say to your- 
self, as I did when it burst into view, 
“There it is.” And that part anent the 
greenness of the grass; now some of you 
readers may shake your heads and say you 
cannot stand for that one, but it’s a fact 
that, despite the worst drought in many 
long years, the grass in the paddocks at 
Leonatus is thicker and brighter than at 
any other farm along the road. Jack 
Chinn, who operates this model little 
breeding farm of 124 acres, has spent con- 
siderable time and spared no expens?2 in 
scientifically assuring himself a good 
stand of grass. His efforts weren’t in 
vain. 

In company with this young and rising 
breeder of Thoroughbreds, the writer had 
the pleasure of spending an entire after- 
noon at Leonatus recently. Pull up your 
chairs; your servant is now ready to make 
his report. So; the Chinn home is located 
on the right of the drive leading into the 
farm off the highway and is modern and 
very cheery and comfortable looking, with 
lots of beautiful flower beds on a large, 
shady lawn. The drive continues on some 
300 yards beyond the house to the stables, 
which are located on a knoll, a very health- 
ful and sanitary spot, and are built in the 
shape of the letter U with a sort of court 
in the center which is shaded by several 
large trees. There are two stables, one 
with a wide shed on the court side and L- 
shaped, the other has an entrance at either 
end and a large aisle between two rows 
of boxes. 

The stables are new and clean and pre- 


sent a pretty picture as one approaches on 
the drive. There are twenty-four 12 by 12 
boxes in all, and the L-shaped stable on 
the left includes two large foaling boxes, 
a large feed room and a room in which is 
kept all the equipment and “tack.”’ Framed 
and nailed up at the entrance is a set of 
rules for the employees and visitors much 
on the order of those the late J. E. Mad- 
den had at his Hamburg Place, and a 
feeding schedule for the breeding stock and 
foals which covers every month of the 
year. 

The land on which Leonatus Farm is es- 
tablished is not horse-poor, nor will its 
master allow it to become so. There are 
twelve paddocks; eight of six acres each 
and four with ten acres in each. There is 
plenty of good water, a stream of consid- 
erable size, and fed by 28 springs, winds 
about throughout the farm, and there are 
several more in the pastures. Each of the 
paddocks is equipped with a Pier tub—the 
best for this purpose, as it is practically 
impossible for a horse to injure himself 
on one of them. The ground is as natu- 
rally adapted to rearing horses as any I 
have ever seen. It isn’t what one would 
call level and there are no steep hills. 
There are no hills at all, in fact, but the 
ground has a good, easy swell and roll 
throughout the entire farm. It is culti- 
vated to produce good grazing and the 
grass is kept sweet and free of weeds by 
a large number of goats and calves. There 
is no better animal to have around horses 
than the goat. 


Telling me that he wanted to show me 
an idea of his (Jack is very original and is 
ever thinking of something new and bene- 
ficial to the horses), Mr. Chinn led the way 
down through a large pasture to the banks 
of the stream. There, on the down stream 
edge of the farm, he had built a fence 
around a large, spring-fed waterhole. The 
water, of course, is very cool at all times 
and the bed is of soft clay, about a foot 
deep. There is about a quarter of an acre 
of bank on either side enclosed by this 
fence. Right here is the ideal spot for 
bad-legged horses to take “the cure.” 
Jack’s “gimpy boarders” are turned out 
in this mud-bath paddock for several 
hours each day. They can stand in this 
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STARTING STALLS. 

HILE the American Turf Association has 

abandoned the use of stalls for starting at 
its Lexington track this autumn, and there have 
been rumors afloat for some time that it is in- 
tended not to use them at its Churchill Downs 
and Latonia plants, the call for their installation 
at the New York tracks is insistent, and will be 
also in Kentucky, never fear. 


Daily Running Horse (New York), discussing 
the long delay in the start of the race for the 
Champagne Stakes, in which Mate, by a narrow 
margin, defeated Equipoise, hopes “that long wait 
jarred Mr. Widener’s nerves to such an extent 
that he will act sooner toward installing a stall 
starting machine at Belmont Park,” and then 
goes on to say: “If Widener does not care at 
this time to try a portable machine, he certainly 
ought to put in a set of stationary stalls at the 
head of: the chute, as George Bull did in the mile 
and seven-eighths chute at Saratoga. The lat- 
ter were entirely successful.” 

“Beau Belmont,” in The Morning Telegraph, 
comments: “It becomes more apparent each day 
that something must be done to better the start- 
ing on the metropolitan tracks. With the stall 
gates Ladana at least would have been straight 
and pointed in the proper direction when the bar- 
rier went up. Of course, even with the stall gates, 
an assistant starter might have taken hold of Dr. 
Freeland’s head. One of George Cassidy’s prin- 
cipal handicaps this season has been incompetent 
help. It is somewhat surprising to the writer 
that horsemen have not petitioned The Jockey 
Club for one of the stall gates. Day after day 
they are annoyed by bad starting and, while there 
is plenty of grumbling, they take no definite ac- 
tion. The Westchester Racing Assqciation 
bought the fantastic ‘weather control’ idea after 
only brief deliberation and yet it refuses to adopt 
the stall starting system, which has proven its 
merit.” 

Race track managers, large, medium, small; 
powerful, potentially so and otherwise, should 
know that the patrons of their courses who are 
not horse owners, as well as many the most of 
the horsemen, want starting from stalls. If they 
are not able to provide the stalls, they should at 


least see to it that no assistant to the starter is 
ever permitted to put his hands on a horse while 
at the post. It is the business of the jockey to 
get his horse away without assistance, and if he 
doesn’t, that should be his bad luck and the bad 
luck of the horse’s owner and its backers. 

In a criticism of the poor starting done by 
George Cassidy at Saratoga, we recently saw it 
stated that Mr. Cassidy was afflicted with too 
many assistants. We had the same thought as 
we observed his work at the Spa, but that has 
been no new thought to us. We have had it ever 
since the starters enlarged their crews from the 
one man who dropped the “recall” flag. The 
“Hold-on Jimmies’ should be as much a thing of 
the past as the “recall” flag. We hope the man- 
agers will respond to the public’s call without 
making further goading necessary. We dislike 
ta do it. 


BUYS TOP COLT. 

HE highest priced yearling thus far sold in 

1930 in any country is coming from England 
to the United States. He is the chestnut colt by 
Hurry On, from Pagan Sacrifice, bought at the 
Doncaster Sales last week by E. J. Tranter, 
president. of the Fasig-Tipton Company, through 
his English representative, Clarence Hailey Blood- 
stock Agency, for Foxcatcher Farms, Wilming- 
ton, Delaware, which establishment is owned by 
William du Pont, Jr. The price paid was 7,100 
guineas, approximately $36,250. 

This purchase should, if the colt is a worthy 
representative of his lines, do much to enrich the 
bloodstock in America. Hurry On, himself un- 
beaten, is the sire of the Derby winners Call Boy, 
Coronach and Captain Cuttle. Pagan Sacrifice 
was a winner and is the dam of Ilaid, second this 
year in the Derby to Blenheim. Her sire, Cicero, 
won the Derby and looms great in the ranks of 
sires. Pagan Sacrifice’s dam, Simony, won 10 
races and over $21,500 and produced six winners, 
her sire being the Derby winner Common. 
Simon’s Bay, the next dam, also was a stakes 
winner, the dam of stakes winners, and was half- 
sister to *Cinderella, dam of Peter Pan. 

The British Turf press, in comment in advance 
of the sale, spoke of this colt as being a magnifi- 
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cent individual and most desirable. In fact he 
appears to have been the most talked about 
youngster to come to the sales in England this 
year. The impression we gather is that the colt 
could not have been bought out of the country 
except for the very unusual money stringency on 
the other side of the Atlantic. THE BLOOD-HORSE 
compliments Mr. du Pont on his sportsmanship, 
his pluck and his splendid endeavors to improve 
the blookstock of America and wishes for him 
every success with this latest purchase. 


THE BIG ASSET. 

F you are unacquainted with Willard Mack, 

perhaps you know his work as a playwright, 
producer and actor, or perhaps you know that he 
is one of the owners and is the manager of the 
Bill Bee Breeding Farm and Racing Stable, said 
farm being located at Mansfield Center, Connecti- 
cut, and the home of the stallions Edisto 
(*Johren—Tunnin, by Broomstick) and *Rolls 
Royce (Tetratema—Device, by Amadis). This 
by way of introduction to the following, which 
Mr. Mack wrote us on September 9 from his 
Pacific Coast home at Beverly Hills: 


“Your valuable little paper is a real tribute to 
the breeding game in all its details. I mention 
breeding because so few people outside those di- 
rectly interested appreciate what an asset to a 
State and its people the rearing and selling of 
yearlings has become. 


“Men are pointed out on the street daily as 
great fellows who gave the town a library or 
donated a cemtery site, but no one says a word 
about the chap who spends his days and nights 
fostering and rearing baby Thoroughbreds; and 
taking as many chances on a good market as a 
Dakota wheat farmer; and no matter what the 
price at Saratoga, the State gets the best of it. 
If the sales bring good prices, he comes home and 
pays his debts. If it’s bad, he borrows money 
to pay them, and goes right on breeding and 
hoping for better things. 


“I am glad you have nerve enough to tell the 
numerous croakers the truth, and the truth is 
that any State which permits the running horse 
track, and thereby the development of the 
Thoroughbred, is a State for men, and those who 
are not shouldn’t live in it. 


“By the way, my yearlings, bought from J. H. 
White, of Hopkinsville, Ky., brought me in con- 
tact with a man well named—he’s all white.” 

You are right, Mr. Mack, the croakers haven’t 
the slightest conception of what the Thorough- 
bred horse industry means to Kentucky, but, 
thank goodness, there have been enough others 
who do sufficiently understand it to prevent the 
reform element from legislating the tracks out 
of the State, and thereby dealing a crushing blow 


to the breeding activities, which have proved a 
life saver to thousands of people in this droughty 
year of 1930. 

But, Mr. Mack, racing right now is in more 
danger from within than from without. It seems 
to us that those who are in active control of 
many of the tracks have become so greedy for 
dollars and are so devoid of sportsmanship that 
they have entirely lost sight of the fact that if 
it was not for the great Thoroughbred horse 
breeding industry and the desire of solid-thinking, 
influential people to foster and protect it that 
they would not be rolling in clover and having 
things easy so far as their pockets are concerned. 

The breeders in Kentucky are facing the neces- 
sity of calling attention of managers of racing 
that they are in many ways losing sight of their 
obligations to the breeding industry, and the 


’ sooner and more sternly they do it the better it 


will be for all concerned. Thanks, Mr. Mack. 


P.C. S. R. A. RULES. 
HE Pacific Coast Steeplechase and Racing As- 
sociation, offices of which are in the Fidelity 
Building, 548 South Spring Street, Los Angeles, 
has issued a book containing its constitution and 
by-laws and rules of racing. The rules, for the 
greater part, have been taken from the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association, after which 
the new organization has been modeled. A few 
of the rules have been changed slightly, on ac- 
count of local conditions, and, too, it makes them 
a little less stringent for the first year’s en- 
deavors. 


The book is evidence that the organization, 
which has for its president Charles E. Perkins, 
of Santa Barbara, and for its secretary-treasurer 
E. Allen Russell, Jr., Los Angeles, really is trying 
to put over amateur races, both across country 
and on the flat, along the great Pacific Coast in 
an orthodox way. THE BLOOD-HORSE feels that 
whatever is done by this new group will be a 
credit to racing in general, and here’s wishing 
the merry company every possible success and 
much sport.

It was a 
mistake to have removed all of the older heads 
at the same time. At least one should have been 
continued there as a balancer and tutor for the 
others, but the American Turf Association’s 
guiding genius thinks otherwise, so the rest of us 
will have to accept it, in all probability, until 
death or politics, either or both, brings about 
some changes. . . . Guess you noticed how three 
of the eight gallops were snagged by animals 
from the establishment of Messrs. Hieatt, of 
Louisville, and for fear that you may have over- 
looked the fact, they are trained by a Boot. Yes, 
siree, Alan D. Steele, of Lexington, is the mentor 
for that stable. ... ’Taint going to be any use 
now for Col. E. R. Bradley to give Dr. Sykes, 
the Belmont Park weather control machine man, 
$3,000 to come to Bootland and make rain this 
week at Idle Hour Stock Farm, as he was pro- 
posing to do, if the tests at Belmont Park panned 
out out right. The Lord of all creation has taken 
care of the job. He broke the drought in Boot- 
land with two days of rain last week and fol- 
lowed it up with a good hard, soaking downpour 
Sunday. ... That rain making and rain stopping 
man was sailing along in fine shape at Belmont 
Park until Jupiter Pluvius turned on his sprinkler 
Saturday and that set him back some in a money 
way. He only made $7,500 for his six dry days.

Helen’s Babe was a stakes winner at three, four 
and five. At three she won the Quickstep, Cin- 
cinnati Times Star, Dixie and Steger Handicaps; 
was second to Arcady in Cincinnatus Handicap, 
to Energy in Latonia Autumn Handicap, and to 
Percussion in the Latonia Cup; and third to 
Black Maria and Dark Phantom in Kentucky 
Oaks; to Barcolo and Rhinock in The Enquirer 
Handicap; to Edith Cavell and Black Maria in 
Latonia Oaks; and is Display and Boot to Boot 
in Latonia Championship. At four she won the 
Clark Handicap and was third to Banton and 
Princess Doreen in the Hotel Statler Handicap. 
At five she won the Hotel Statler Handicap and 
the Covington Handicap; was second to Canter 
in the Philadelphia Handicap, and to Rhinock in 
the Independence Handicap. 

Helen’s Babe first visited the court of a stal- 
lion, Supremus, in the spring of 1929, and that 
year she raced nine times, carrying the filly foal 
which came this past spring. 

Helen’s Babe’s dam, Helen Barbee, was a 
stakes winner of 42 races, and she campaigned 
up to seven years old. She is a good producer. 
Lady Bramble was a winner and good producer. 
Charity was a stakes winner. Kalula was a fine 
producer; was the grandam of Banquo II, winner 
of 45 races, and was sister to the great stakes: 
horse Kingston. So we see again that “blood 
will tell,” without having looked at all at the 
strength of the influence of *Brown Prince II. 
The pedigree.

HELEN'S BABE’S STUD RECORD

Bred in 1930 to *Pharamond. 
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soothing water and clay as long as they like and 
can walk onto the bank whenever they wish. 
A horse given access to this natural mode of 
righting a limb ailment certainly has a better 
chance of whole and speedy recovery than has 
one which is kept up at a racing stable and de- 
pendent upon artificial remedies altogether. 

All who have seen this arrangement are loud 
in its praise. One owner-trainer sent several of 
his racers out tc Leonatus Farm to take the 
“treatment” on the eve of the opening of the 
meeting at Churchill Downs last spring. When 
he called for the horses he observed that he had 
probably missed a race or two, but that he was 
more than satisfied with the results and would 
probably be able to do better with the horses 
because of their vastly improved condition. 


There is a large barn, open at one side and 
with a hay-rick and trough in the center, in each 
of the pastures. The mares and their foals can 
pass in and out of these barns as their will. They 
are light, airy and cool in the summer and serve 
as a place to escape the sharpest winds in the 
winter. They, too, are painted white and 
trimmed in green—a very good color-scheme for 
such a farm. 


The first horse the writer saw during his visit 
was *Harry Baker, Mr. Chinn’s fine young 
stallion. I noticed him grazing in a far corner 
of his paddock as we approached the stables on 
our way back from the jaunt to see the water- 
hole arrangement. He came trotting up to the 
fence at my whistle and immediately made 
friends. He is a glossy black with a small star 
and a disconnected strip ending between the 
nostrils as his only markings. He stands about 
16 hands 1 inch and will weigh about 1,100 
pounds. He has a very good hind leg; the ex- 
perts declaring that his is the best of any son 
of, Sunstar’s. He appears to be in excellent 
health and very robust. He isn’t as beefy in 
appearance as are many of the sires around 
Lexington. Mr. Chinn says that he wants a 
foal-getter, not a show-horse and that he hasn't 
often taken *Harry Baker out of the paddocks. 
He is ‘Yeéally a handsome, well-proportioned horse; 
having a short back, good shoulders and withers 
and well-muscled all over. His head and neck 
are well set on and masculine. 

*Harry. Baker has a good disposition and is a 
very certain foal-getter. He is now only eight 
years of age and this was his second season at 
stud, , Hé won 15 races and $36,500, including the 
Quebec Derby, Queen’s Hotel Cup, Frontier and 
Queen’s Hotel Handicap in Canada, where most 
of his racing was done. He was a stakes winner 
at all distances up to a mile and one-half and held 
two track marks at the very “tough” Bowie 
track, one at a mile and one-eighth and the other 
at a mile and seventy yards. He raced five 
seasons, during which time he beat many of the 
best racers in training. 

*Harry Baker is out of Bonavis, dam of Coris, 
a good‘ winner. Bonavis is by 
Sacred Ibis, by Gallinule. It is the family of 
Pretty. Polly, “Golden Guinea and Arabella. He 
is bred very like Colonel E. R. Bradley’s once- 
good race mare, Batter Cake, she being by 
*North Star III (son of Sunstar) and out of 
*Buckwheat Cake, by Buckwheat. Breakfast 
Bell is also out of *Buckwheat Cake. One wealthy 


Canadian turfman and breeder has booked 
several of his best mares to *Harry Baker for 
next season. 

Next I saw the broodmares and their foals of 
this year. There are eleven mares in all and are 
a uniformly good lot. First came Spooky, chest- 
nut, 4, by Pillory. She is a big, roomy type, 
having very high withers and great girth. 
Spooky was a good race mare, winning several 
times at two, including the Tia Juana Futurity. 
Due to a mishap she was thrown out of training 
early in her 33-year-old form. She is in foal to 
Crusader. 

In the next box was Sealing Wax, chestnut, 6, 
by Trap Rock-—Bee’s Wax, by Celt; second dam 
Honey Bee, by Hamburg. A well-bred mare and 
a winner. Her first foal is the nice chestnut colt 
she has at side by Pillory. This is a good foal 
and is well-liked by all who have seen him. He 
has an abundance of bone and is made right. 
Sealing Wax is carrying to *Harry Baker. 

Then came Fruitelle, bay, 5, by *Troutbeck— 
*Apparition, by *Sweeper. Her fifth dam was 
the famous Shotover. She has a dark chestnut 
filly by that well-bred young sire Infinite and is 
in foal to *Harry Baker. The next shown was 
sister Valentine, bay, 4, by *Polymelian—*Winnie 
Melton, by The Gull. She has a bay colt by C. 
W. Hay’s good sire, *Paicines. This little fellow 
is a smart looking colt and very nimble. She is 
in foal to *Harry Baker. 

Jack next showed me the mare which I thought 
was the very best in the entire band, “Blaze II, 
chestnut, 7, by Sky-rocket—Comtissine, by 
Count Schomberg, thus an own sister in blood 
to Reigh Count, and she looks very like that 
horse. Has the same conformation, shade of 
chestnut and all. You won't find any better 
either in point of looks, breeding or disposition. 
She is also a good breeder. Her foal, a chestnut 
colt by Pillory, was the best in the barn, and in 
most any other barn I've been through in some 
time. He has plenty of size and substance, is 
admirably forked in front; has good bone and a 
fine head. The dam is carrying to *Harry Baker. 


La Donna Mobila was the next to come in for’ 


inspection. She is a bay, 4, by Sweep—Subter- 
fuge, by Trap Rock, and is sister to Shift, etc. 
Her foal of this year, a brown colt by Noah, is 
her first.

Mary Payne, bay, 5, by Captain 
Alcock—-Long Ago, by Previous, was a winner 
and she, too, was bred for the first time to 
*Harry Baker this season. Last came Rose Girl, 
bay, 8, by Bulse—Racy, by Burgomaster. Rosé 
Girl is carrying to *Harry Baker. 

Having made a tour of the stables, I went 
back for a second look at that son of *Pillory— 
*Blaze II and his dam; the longer I looked at 
him the better I liked him. His sire was a very 
good race horse in his day and with more oppor- 
tunities he may yet gain fame in the stud. Being

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a son of Olambala and coming, as he does, from 
the best of old-fashioned female lines, he is bred 
to be a good sire. At the time of his victories 
in the Preakness and the Belmont several years 
ago, the critics up East were inclined to deprive 
him of his full measure of credit, but he was fast 
and could stay. All of nis get I have seen are 
good individuals. 

One more arrangement of Jack’s was shown— 
a four stall starting gate which he had built to 
the rear of one of the stables. It is so con- 
structed as to remove all danger of injuring a 
horse and horses coming from Leonatus will be 
thoroughly broken to the device. Yearlings and 
older horses which need the schooling are taught 
not to fear the ‘“‘stalls’’ and are sent back to the 
track as tractable post-horses. 

By this time it was quite dusk and Jack ac- 
companied me to my car.

Jack comes by his fondness for the Thorough- 
breds and knowledge of them rightly. His grand- 
father was a Turfman of the old school and raced 
Leonatus and Lissak, two of the best racers of 
their day, which was many years ago. 


TO GLEN-HELEN STUD.

NE of the best conducted establishments, ca- 

tering principally to boarding only Thorough- 
bred horses, is the Glen-Helen Stud of John S. 
Barbee, under lease to Harrie B. Scott, formerly 
with Himyar Stud, and one of the most capable 
of the younger group of horsemen in the Blue 
Grass region. It was the writer’s pleasure and 
privilege the morning before half a hundred foals 
were weaned to see these youngsters with their 
dams, in company with Manager Scott, J. B. 
Hurst, his principal assistant, and George Brooks, 
trainer of Edward Cebrian’s horses. The first im- 
pression one gets is of the extreme cleanliness 
and good order of everything at Glen-Helen. The 
color scheme for buildings is black with silver or 
white trimmings. The fencing is virtually new 
oak rails in locust posts, all creosoted black. 
Water conditions are good and the grass about 
on a par with other establishments in this part 
of Kentucky. The Glen-Helen farm is on the 
Russell Cave road about nine miles out of Lex- 
ington, near to the Bourbon County line. It is 
in good country. 

The first mares and foals we saw were three, 
the property of Admiral Cary T. Grayson. Per- 
haps greatest interest should center in *Starflight 
‘(sister to *North Star III) and her chestnut filly 
by High Time. Admiral Grayson, as should be 
‘quite well known, sold three of *Starflight’s 
yearlings for a total of $117,000. They were the 
ill-fated Broadway Limited, Insco (winner of the 
Post and Paddock Stakes this year and unfortu- 
nate enough to have wrenched his ankle so that 
he was unable to start in the Futurity last Sat- 
urday), and Insco’s own sister, sold to Griffin 
Watkins, owner of Insco, at the August Saratoga 
Sales. ‘*Starflight’s foal is a good one, yet a 
trifle light below the knee. *Starflight herself

Clem McCarthy, in 
The Morning Telegraph (New York), says he 
knows a racing lad who would like to see these 
horses “hook again any distance from a mile and 
a quarter up, equal weights, with Sande and Mc- 
Atee doing the riding,’ and Clem goes on to say: 
“This chap does not believe that as long as Sande 
is in the race Sonny Workman can possibly at- 
tend to his own horse. He must first get a few 
cracks at the Earl. Which does not do Work- 
man’s mount one bit of good. Sonny should con- 
vince himself there is no department of race- 
riding in which he has yet shown to be Sande’s 
master. Not even in finishing, because Work- 
man punishes a horse too severely; many of them 
cannot stand it. We’ve seen more than one horse, 
under a terrific whip barrage by Sonny, cock 
first one ear, then the other. And that, say 
horsemen, is a sign that Workman’s whipping - 
HURTS.” 


is not so prepossessing an individual as is Rock 
Pocket, another of the trio. Rock Pocket pre- 
sents a more striking appearance and is a lovely 
mare. She has a very speedy looking bay colt 
by *Carlaris. Lazy Lady, the other, has an extra 
good chestnut filly by High Time. This young- 
ster is very powerful, stands well and has a good 
disposition, apparently. 

We next saw 13 mares, the property of Mr. 
Barbee, they being *Lady Grey, Wattle, Little 
Fish, Myrtle Belle, Yvette, *Mon Amie Nane, 
Josie A., Satin Slipper, Blue Grass Belle, Nellie 
Yorke, Lassair, *White Slipper and Missile. 
*Lady Grey (dam of Grey Coat) has a very neat- 
ly made grey roan filly by *Donnacona. Wattle’s 
bay colt is by Noah. He is well made and car- 
ries an extra fine coat. Little Fish’s brown filly 
by Flittergold is plain. Myrtle Belle’s chestnut 
filly, also by Flittergold, is well-balanced, with 
extra good quarters. Yvette’s bay colt by Noah 
is only fair. *Mon Amie Nane has an extra good, 
very powerful, chestnut filly by Noah. It is one 
of the best yet by that sire. Josie A.’s bay colt 
by *Carlaris is very fine and smooth, but not so 
good in the hind legs as some of the others. 
Satin Slipper’s chestnut colt by Noah is extra 
good. Blue Grass Belle’s bay filly by *Harpenden 
is fair. Nellie Yorke’s bay colt by Flittergold is 
extra good. One of the speediest looking young- 
sters is Lassair’s chestnut colt by *Donnacona. 
*White Slipper’s bay filly by the same sire is a 
good one and very smart. Missile’s chestnut 
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colt, by Flittergold, is a show horse. He is the 
best on the place by that brother to Fair Play. 

Vanity Dresser, which is owned in partnership 
by Mr. Barbee with the estate of the late Samuel 
Ross, of Washington, D. C., has a bay colt by 
*Harpenden, but it is merely a fair individual. 

We next saw 10 mares, the property of the 
Ross Estate, they being Bonne Annee, Rimfire, 
*Sous Marine, Crack o’ Doom, Cinema, Torpointer, 
*Theodora, Blue Ribbon, Stereopticon and Verity. 
Bonne Anne has a good bay colt by *Harpenden. 
Rimfire’s chestnut filly by Ultimatum is just 
fair. *Sous Marine’s bay colt by High Time is 
a very good, big, plain horse. Another good bay 
colt, by My Play, is out of Crack 0’ Doom. Cine- 
ma’s bay filly by High Time is a good one. Blue 
Ribbon’s bay colt by Sweep is a grand one. He 
is splendidly muscled and has the shortest can- 
non bone of any foal we saw during the day. 
Torpointer’s bay colt is by High Time, but not es- 
pecially attractive. *Theodora’s chestnut filly by 
High Time has an abundance of size and is ex- 
tra good. This is a half-sister to the grand colt 
by *Brown Prince II, which topped the yearlings 
sold in the Himyar Stud consignment at Sarato- 
ga last month and which was purchased by Green- 
tree Stable for $25,000. Stereopticon’s chestnut 
colt by Ultimatum doesn’t call for much, but 
Verity’s bay colt by Sweep is extra good. He is 
a January foal. 

The five mares belonging to W. F. Polson’s 
Basil Manor Stud which we saw are Basilette, 
Plantoon, Eris, Lady Pennant and Lavinia. 
Basilette and Plantoon have bay fillies by Peace 
Pennant. They are both good, but the Plantoon 
filly is the better of the two. Eris has a good, 
strong chestnut colt (own brother to Buddy Basil, 
winner of the Latonia Derby), by Basil. Lady 
Pennant’s bay colt by Basil is of light order, 
while Lavinia’s bay filly by Peace Pennant is 
more attractive. 

We saw six mares belonging to Edward Cebrian, 
of San Francisco, they being L’Africana, Lackme, 
*La Tafna, Fair Vision, Prim Lady and Experi- 
ment. L’Africana’s chestnut colt by Ladkin is 
a very nice individual. Lackme’s bay filly by In- 
finite is extra nice. *La Tafna’s chestnut colt 
by Transmute is very good. Like the majority 
of Transmute’s get, he has a particularly good, 
straight hind leg. A very impressive bay filly is 
that by Swift and Sure, out of Fair Vision. She 
looks as if she surely will race. A sure shot for 
@ race mare is the bay filly by Transmute out of 
Prim Lady, dam of General Grant. Experiment’s 
black colt by Swift and Sure is extra good. 

Drs. W. E. Coover and E. E. Watson are the 
owners of Martha Roos, Postillion and Phyllis 
Gentry and their foals. Martha Roos, a very fast 
mare, has a well-made brown filly by *Harpenden 
which is somewhat on the small side. Postillion’s 
bay filly by *Harpenden is an extra good look- 
ing one. Phyllis Gentry’s bay or brown colt by 
the same sire is only fair. Dr. Coover’s mare, 
Sister Vincena, has an extra good bay filly by 
Transmute. 

Gus Coggins, of St. Louis, has the mares Erla 
Lee II and *Lady Braxted. Erla Lee II has a 
good chestnut colt by *Colonel Vennie and *Lady 
Braxted, a bay colt by Sweep. This is her first 
foal and is a good one. 

Hugh Gilmore’s mare, Miss Clara, has a very 
good bay filly by *Harpenden. Col. R. L. Baker’s 
Red Head has a good chestnut colt by My Play 
which is owned in partnership with the Cold- 
stream Stud. 

Harrie B. Scott’s three mares are Mrs. Burke, 
Ides and Playing High. Mrs. Burke has a good 


black filly by Noah; Ides a very good chestnut 
filly by the same sire, and Playing High a plain 
chestnut filly by Sweep On. Mrs. Burke and 
Playing High were mated this year to *Justice 
F. and Ides went to Sun Flag. 

After we had seen the mares and foals, we went 
up to the training barn on the hill, where George 
Brooks is handling seven of Mr. Cebrian’s horses. 
Two are the 2-year-old bay fillies by Mad Hatter 
—L’Africana and by Pennant—-Lackme. The 
former’s name is La Flecha, but the other has not 
been named. The other five are yearlings as 
follows: bay colt by *Axenstein—Fair Vision, a 
good, tough youngster; chestnut colt by General 
Lee—Mah Jong, has extra good bone, well made, 
sensible, in short everything is all right about 
him; chestnut colt by Swinburne—Experiment, a 


grand, big fellow with heavy bone and a way 


about him as good as any yearling we have seen 
this season; bay filly by *Axenstein—Rose Thorn, 
a nice individual which, Mr. Brooks commented, 
looks very much like Rosebeck. The other is a 
brown filly by Mad Hatter—Lackme which is a 
good individual with every indication that she 
will be sure to win. 

In the same barn Harrie B. Scott and J. B. 
Hurst have assembled several yearlings which 
they are breaking for W. F. Polson, they being 
a chestnut colt by Peace Pennant—-Pandy, chest- 
nut colt by Basil—Lamp Post, chestnut colt by 
Basil—Vena Roy, brown colt by Peace Pennant— 
Mel’s Choice, bay colt by Peace Pennant—Bas- 
ilette, chestnut filly by Basil—Mable Curtis, and 
chestnut colt by Peace Pennant—Eris. The sons 
of Lamp Post and Eris are very good. Vena 
Roy’s colt is a nice individual; Pandy’s is plain; 
Mel’s Choice’s is only fair; Basilette’s is good, 
and Mable Curtis’ is extra nice. 

Since this visit we have understood from Mr. 
Scott that the foals weaned splendidly. Mr. Scott 
is a believer in “the sign” and the day he weaned 
these “the milk was in the leg.” If you don’t hap- 
pen to know what that means, get an almanac 
and read up on the signs of the Zodiac. 


JUDGE WOODARD RETURNS. 

Judge and Mrs. William Woodard have re- 
turned to their home in Lexington after having 
spent the summer in British Columbia, where 
Judge Woodard presided in the stand at the 
Vancouver and Victoria meetings. Mrs. Wood- 
ard’s health was not improved by the trip, but 
otherwise they had pleasant experiences. The 
following from Al Hardy’s Green Sheet, the prin- 
cipal racing paper at Vancouver, gives a line on 
the manner of Judge Woodard’s work and the 
way it was received: 

“While the season was not a financial success, 
there was a definite progress made. 

“The new judge, William Woodard, of Lexing- 
ton, Ky., brought here a new sense of security 
for those who wager on the races, in the manner 
in which he executed his duties. 

“Woodard is first and foremost a horseman. 
He knows racing and the business of running 
horses from an owner’s viewpoint. He knows all 
the tricks of the saddle and how horses should 
be ridden. 

“He didn’t lord it over the riders, but he did 
talk plainly to them, in their own language, and, 
appreciating the fact that he knew what he was 
taixing about, they gave him their best. The 
jockeys and owners are for him, and it was re- 
flected in the manner the races were run.”

FAST RACES AT LINCOLN FIELDS. 


OOD attendance, excellent weather, a fast 

track and keen competition have provoked 
the horses at Lincoln Fields to turn in a large 
percentage of high-speed races during the cur- 
rent meeting. Track records at the course are 
fast enough to be safe from all but the most ex- 
traordinary flights of speed, but the average 
time of the races has indicated that the track 
is at its fastest. Horses of the claiming class 
have been turning in six-furlong races in 1:11 or 
thereabouts, with longer races in keeping. The 
3-year-old filly, Pansy Walker, was not at all 
out to the limit when she equalled the mile track 
record (1:35 4-5) in the Steger Handicap. 

The Lincoln Fields meeting of thirty days will 
continue through Saturday, September 27, after 
which Chicago will turn its attention to the 
twenty-nine days of racing at Hawthorne, begin- 
ning September 29. The $5,000 added Dearborn 
Handicap, seven furlongs, 2-year-old colts and 
geldings, features the program of Saturday, Sep- 
tember 20. 


MORE *SIR GALLAHAD SPEED. 


The best race of a consistently good career was 
turned in by the Three D’s Stock Farm’s Pansy 
Walker when she won the fifth running of the 
Steger Handicap at Lincoln Fields Saturday, 
September 13. *Sir Gallahad III’s 3-year-old 
daughter ran the mile in 1:35 4-5, equalling 
Brown Wisdom’s track record. Pansy Walker 
(111) moved away from the gate quickly, was 
restrained in second place while My Dandy set 
the pace for half a mile, then sped to the front. 
At the finish line Uluniu (108) was second, five 
lengths back of the galoping lady from Texas. 
H. P. Headley’s Pigeon Hole (113), the favorite, 
was closing fast after a slow getaway, and was 
beaten but a head for second money. The Steger 
was Pansy Walker’s sixth victory in thirteen 
starts this season and brought her earnings for 
the year to $18,860. Her portion of the Steger 
purse was $5,400, $1,000 went to the second, $500 
to third, and $120 to Beaming Over (101), which 
was fourth. Others in the field were My Dandy 
(119), Typhoon (105), Eskimo (105), Jean 
Lafitte (100), Annapolis (103) and Silverdale 
(107).

Its 
principal use nowadays is for “coasting.” With 
numbers on the backs and arms of riders they 
can be dispensed with.

JAMESTOWN’S FUTURITY. 


Taking up 130 pounds and repeating the per- 
formance of his sire, St. James, in 1923, George 
D. Widener’s Jamestown, trained by A. J. Joyner 
and ridden by Linus McAtee, won the the forty- 
first running of the Futurity at Belmont Park, 
Saturday, September 13, his post position having 
been 13 in a field of 15. The race carried net 
value of $99,600 to the winner, making James- 
town’s earnings for seven starts as a 2-year-old 
the fine sum of $151,925. His only defeat was in 
the Hopeful, when he finished second to Gifford 
A. Cochran’s Epithet, whose picture appears on 
the first page of this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
and who was a well-backed third choice for the 
Futurity only to finish seventh, without excuses. 
The time of the race for the 165 feet less than 
7 furlongs, over the Widener course (straighta- 
way), was 1:20 3-5. The order of the finish was 
Jamestown, by a head; Equipoise (130), three 
lengths; Mate (122), one length; Polydorus (122), 
three lengths; Baba Kenny (127), five lengths; 
Novelist (122), one length; Epithet (122), one 
and one-half lengths; Sun Meadow (122), one 
length; Anchors Aweigh (122), half a length; 
Ormesby (122), one length; Risque (124), one 
length; Dunstan (122), one length; Ladder (122), 
six lengths; Sir Ashley (117), three lengths, and 
Barometer (117), last. H. P. Whitney, owner of 
Equipoise, received $9,000 second money; A. C. 
Bostwick received $5,000 for Mate’s third, and W. 
R. Coe got $1,000 for Polydorus’ fourth. Baba 
Kenny was first away after the rise of the bar- 
rier, but Jamestown soon took the lead and held 
it, displaying high speed throughout, and game- 
ly withstanding the drive to which he was put, 
first by Equipoise, next by Mate and finally by 
Equipoise. Nearing the finish, in the final 
sixteenth, when Mate had reached second place 
and the three horses were in close order, Equi- 
poise, which had been placed next to the outside 
at the start, and which, under Workman, had 
been in a forward position all the way, bumped 
Jamestown and forced him over onto Mate, which 
was nearest the rail. Mate, ridden by Laverne 
Fator, was compelled to take back some, and it 
seemed to many observers, that he might have 
won the race but for this interference. The

Jamestown won his first start on June 30, at 
Aqueduct and he did not start again until the 
opening day at Saratoga, July 30, when he won 
the Flash Stakes. He started next in the 
United States Hotel Stakes on August 2, and 
likewise won that in hollow fashion. Then he 
showed his heels to Equipoise, Sun Meadow and 
Ormesby in the Saratoga Special on August 9. 
He carried 130 pounds and won the Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes at Saratoga, August 23, making his 
fifth straight victory. His first and only defeat 
came when Epithet got to the finish of the 
Hopeful Stakes in front of him at Saratoga, 
August 30. Mr. Joyner has announced that 
Jamestown will race no more this year. See 
THE BLoop-HorsE, No. 32, week ending August 9, 
page 960, for family particulars. 


ARC LIGHT DISQUALIFIED. 

Jockey A. Bauman, in an effort, to enable 
Joseph E. Widener’s Arc Light to win his second 
successive Grand National Steeplechase, used ex- 
treme measures to prevent John Sanford’s 
*Tourist II from winning the race, brought his 
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own mount home in front, then saw first money 
awarded to *Tourist II. His rough riding also 
brought for himself an official suspension until 
the end of the meeting, which closed September 
17. The Sanford Stud Farm horse apparently 
was the best in the race. He was shuffled back 
between Arc Light and Moholi on the second turn 
of the field and was crowded over badly when he 
challenged Arc Light on the outside in the 
stretch drive. The stewards took quick action 
in disqualifying Arc Light and awarding first 
money to *Tourist II. 

The winner carried 148 pounds and was ridden 
by W. Hunt. Arc Light was top weight with 
159 pounds. A. F. Goodwin’s Land Boy (130) was 
third and the Brookmeade Stable’s Rooney (146) 
fourth. Others in the beaten field were Devilkin 
(150), Moholi (136), Hilan (133), stablemate to 
Are Light, and Ruler (155), which lost his rider, 
Thorndyke, after setting the early pace. The 
winner’s share of the purse, contributed jointly 
by a group of friends of steeplechasing and by 
the Westchester Racing Asociation, was $28,350. 
To the second horse went $4,000, to the third 
$2,000, and to the fourth $1,000. 

Arc Light’s time for the distance (about three 
miles) was 5:40, three full seconds faster than 
the former track record, set by Jolly Roger 
when that famous old campaigner won the 1927 
renewal of the Grand National in 5:43.

ACTUALLY THREE YEARS OLD. 

White Heather, chestnut filly, by *Maintenant 
—Edith Loan, by His Majesty, which made her 
first racing appearance under the colors of 
Thomas Hitchcock at Belmont Park Tuesday of 
last week in a steeplechase and finished fourth, 
is actually only three years old, although under 
the rules of racing she contests as a 4-year-old. 
Mr. Hitchcock relates that she was foaled in 
September at Bailey’s place on Long Island, 
N. Y., and that she was then taken to Aiken, 
S. C., and there reared and trained. 


HEAVY RESERVATIONS FOR MIAMI. 

Advices from Judge E. C. Smith, who is book- 
ing stable reservations in the East for the next 
winter meeting at Miami, opening January 15, 
are to the effect that there will be numerous 
newcomers to that section and that the number 
of stalls reserved thus far is greater than pre- 
viously at this time of the year. 


NEW STALLS GATE COMING. 

“Beau Belmont,” in The Morning Telegraph 
(New York), relates that he has seen the plans 
for a new stalls gate—one made of aluminum, 
which will weigh only one ton. He says the 
inventors are endeavoring to interest The Jockey 
Club in it. The lightest contrivance yet built is 
the Jarvis-Waggoner gate, and it is one of the 
best. It is constructed from steel tubing. It is 
highly regarded in the far West, but it never had 
a fair introduction in the middle West and has 
never been seen in the East. 


TANFORAN MEETING. 


Dr. Charles E. St. Claire Jones, secretary of 
the Pacific Coast Breeders’ Association, has 
announced that a race meeting of 25 days, be- 
ginning November 15 and closing December 13, 
will be held at the Tanforan track, near San 
Francisco. Judge Joseph A. Murphy will be in 
charge of the racing. Four stakes are to close 
about October 15. The San Francisco Handicap 
will have $10,000 added, the others $5,000 each 
added. The minimum purse will be $800, with 
overnight handicaps up to $2,500 added.

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LEXINGTON OPENS FALL CIRCUIT. 


HE scrambled dates of the Lexington-Louis- 

ville-Latonia circuit were entered upon Satur- 
day, September 13, at the Kentucky Association 
track at Lexington. A good crowd greeted the 
horses assembled in large quantities from Dade 
Park’s meeting and in smaller quantities from 
Illinois and New York racing centers. Some of the 
crowd found cause to marvel at the circumstance 
that, while Lexington had gone without a rain 
for almost the duration of the summer, a shower 
had arrived in time to open the meeting in the 
traditional manner, with a muddy track. The 
triple success of the C. C. and G. Y. Hieatt 
stable provided the chief interest in the opening 
program. Chief John, Star Lassie and Florhi 
were the Hieatt winners. Their combined earn- 
ings were $1,950. Jockey R. Cheatham had the 
mount on each. 

The Lexington meeting closes Saturday, Sep- 
tember 20, after which there will be no racing 
in Kentucky until Churchill Downs opens October 
4 for a meeting of eleven days. Latonia’s fall 
meeting of twenty-five days will run from 
October 18 to November 15.

SINGAPORE’S ST. LEGER. 


VER the trying course of one mile, six fur- 

longs and 132 feet, at Doncaster, the St. 
Leger, last of this year’s classic races in England, 
was won fairly easily on Wednesday, September 
10, by Lord Glanley’s Singapore, a length and a 
half in front of Lord Woolavington’s Parenthesis, 
half a length in front of the Aga Khan’s Rustom 
Pasha, whose stablemate, Ut Majeur, was fourth, 
with nine others running, Christopher Robin be- 
ing last of all. William Woodward’s The Scout 
did not run. Singapore and Parenthesis were 
equal favorites at 4 to 1. Singapore was ridden 
by Gordon Richards, England’s champion rider, 
and when the horse came bounding home there 
was great cheering from the vast throng assem- 
bled in fine weather and with the going good. In 
the final drive Singapore left no doubt about his 
superiority. It was the first time he had ever 
been fully tuned for a race, and he left a won- 


derful impress upon the spectators, being as he 
is a very grand individual and running as he 
did the best race of his career.

BULL DOG ARRIVES. 


ULL DOG, the 3-year-old bay brother to *Sir 

Gallahad III (sire of Gallant Fox, Betty 
Derr, Pansy Walker, Insco, Easter, Escutcheon, 
Flying Gal, Ormesby, Double Time, Sir Ruley, 
Galaday, Lady Minnie and Glastonbury, all win- 
ners on this side of the water this year) is at 
Coldstream Stud. He arrived from France on 
the Minnetonka August 8, was placed immediate- 
ly into an express car, which Dick Wilson, the 
Lexington shipping agent, was holding especially 
for him, and arrived at Lexington Tuesday morn- 
ing, with Mr. Wilson the only other occupant of 
the car. “*Bull Dog is a good traveler, and as 
nice a horse as I ever handled,” said Mr. Wilson. 
When the son of Teddy came out of the car, a 
number of horsemen from various farms were 
at the station to receive horses out of training, 
which had come out from New York in another 
car. They, of course, looked him over critically 
and the verdict is that the newcomer will do. 

Just out of training, *Bull Dog, of course, is 
not carrying his usual flesh, nor is he furnished 
at all like he will be after he has been a while 
at Coldstream Stud. Dr. John Baird, Manager 
of the Thoroughbreds at Coldstream Stud, liked 
him from the moment he laid eyes upon him, and 
likes him all the more as the days pass. 

“T was never so well-suited with a horse in my 
life,” said Dr. Baird to THE BLOOD-HORSE. “He 
is a grand doer, and has a lovely disposition. He 
now is 16 hands 1-2 inch, and will yet grow to 
16.1 or 16.2. He has a striking individuality, is 
robust, is built for speed, forks narrowly in front, 
and has gorgeous hind legs. He is not too heavy 
for one just out of training, tipping the beam at 
980 pounds. We have him put away comfortably 
in My Play’s old box, just across the hall from 
that other good Frenchman, *Pot au Feu, and 
I’m biding the day with consuming interest 
when Coldstream Stud will have runners by Bull 
Dog out of daughters of *Pot au Feu from mares 
by Ben Brush and Domino sires. If I do not 
miss my guess, there’ll be a combination with 
which to conquer, and Coldstream Stud will have 
the reward from Mr. Shaffer’s pluck and judg- 
ment in buying these two stallions. American 
bloodstock, too, will be all the better for their 
having been brought over here.” 

Dr. Baird stated that it has not been definite- 
ly determined to what number *Bull Dog’s book 
will be limited; how many mares will be accepted 
from outside, nor the amount of the service fee, 
though he thought the latter might be $2,000.

Teddy was one of the best horses of the French 
Turf, and his son, *Sir Gallahad III, was a good 
winner and already has winners in three coun- 
tries, they, of course, including the American 
champion, Gallant Fox. Plucky Liege was a 
winner and is the dam of seven winners. Con- 
certina never ran but produced nine winners. 
Comic Song never ran, but produced five win- 
ners. The next dam was Frivolity, by Macaroni. 
She ran and won over $26,000, a lot of money for 
those times (in the 1860’s) and was the dam of 
five winners. The next dam was the famous 
Miss Agnes, a winner and dam of 11 winners. 
Many good sires come out of this Agnes family.

BLUE LARKSPUR’S dam, 
Blossom Time, won the Pimlico Futurity, Brilliance and Consolation Stakes, is also the dam of the stakes 
winner Bradley’s Peggy, and is half-sister to Broadway Jones, Miss Jemima, Befuddle, Beelzebub, and 
Banker Brown, winner for eight seasons. He comes from a stout and winning line of dams.
